COMMITTEE RESPECTFULLY SUBMIT THE FOLLOWING REPORT: 


DISTRICT NUMBER ONE. 


WHITE SCHOOL, 


The sunimer term was taught by Miss M. Anna Sleeper; 
the winter term by Mr. E. M. Fisher. Both terms appeared 
quite well under examination, and a fair degree of improve- 
ment was made. Both teachers tried much for the advance- 
ment of those under their charge. 


DISTRICT NUMBER TWO. 


* YELLOW SCHOOL. 


Both summer and winter terms were taught by Miss 
Louise M. Pickard of Canterbury. When Miss Pickard 
. commenced this school, she found it in a very demoralized 
condition ; but under her judicious care and sound judgment, 
peace, prosperity, and harmony again prevails, and this once 
most flourishing school in town has, during the past year, 
mostly redeemed itself of the bad name which has been at- 
tacked to it on former occasions. The appearance of this 
school, at the closing examination, was quite creditable, and 
showed that the teacher was well qualified for her duty. 
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DISTRICT NUMBER THREE. 


VILLAGE SCHOOL. 


The summer and fall terms of the primary department 
were taught by Mrs. Ann H. Staniels. ‘This is quite a large 
school, composed entirely of small scholars, and requires 
much care and patience, but Mrs. 8. has had much experi- 
ence in the culture and training of little folks, and succeed- 
ed well in this school. General appearance of the school, 
on examination, was good, and good advancement was 
made. 

Fall and winter term, grammar department, was com- 
menced by Mr. Munsey of Gilmanton. Mr. Munsey is a fine 
scholar and a gentleman, and we have no doubt but what his 
administration would have proved successful couid he have 
remained through the term; but, on account of sickness, he 
was obliged to close his school at the expiration of two 
weeks. It was commenced again by Miss Norris of Pitts- 
field, who continued it a short time and closed. ‘This term 
was finished, and the following one taught, by Miss Annie M.

DISTRICT NUMBER FOUR.
